THE QUARTERLY report of the United States Steel 
Corporation issued on April 27, showed total earnings 
for three months of $22,921,268, which compares with 
$26,225,485 for the last quarter of 1908. Net earnings 
were $19,185,069, which compares with $21,011,663 
for the previous quarter. After payment of bond in- 
terest, etc., there was left a balance of $11,873,106, 
against $13,699,700 in the previous quarter. The sur- 
plus for the three months after the payment of com- 
mon and preferred dividends was $3,026,674, against 
$5,142,451 in the last quarter of 1908. Despite the 
lower prices which prevailed in the last month of the 
quarter just ended and the consequent increase in or- 
ders, the unfilled tonnage on hand on March 31 is less 
than the unfilled tonnage on Dec. 31. The actual un- 
filled orders on March 31 totaled 3,532,595 __ tons, 
against 3,603,527 tons on Dec. 31. Net earnings of 
$22,921,268 compare with $18,229,005 for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1908. The surplus of $3,026,674 
compared with the same quarter’s surplus a year ago 
of $7,865, an increase of $3,018,809. Unfilled orders 
at the end of the quarter were 222,748 tons less than 
the tonnage reported at the end of the first quarter in 
1908. The usual dividends were declared. 








CHICAGO mail-order houses are under fire in Ger- 
many on charges of unfair dealing. A violent attack 
on their business integrity has been published in a 
prominent German trade journal. The journal pub- 
lishes a communication from a German-American con- 
tributor of New York named Sperber, which assails 
these Chicago establishments in the most vituperative 
language. The writer makes the sweeping assertion 
that 50 per cent of American mail-order houses, es- 
pecially those seeking foreign business, “are swindlers 
f the worst kind” and warns the Kaiser’s subjects 
against yielding to the temptations of their attractive 
‘atalogues. One concern of which Sperber claims to 
ave knowledge does a big business in Germany, and 
he finds cause for its abuse in the fact that its opera- 
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tions are conducted with profit of 100 per cent. Capital 
invested in the mail order business in Chicago is said 
to amount to upwards of $100,000,000. A single firm, 
with a dividend paying capital stock of $40,000,000, 
and two others do business which covers almost the 
entire civilized world. The number of letters received 
in a single day by one of these firms often runs as 
high as 50,000, it is said. How many more thousands 
of letters will it receive when the Parcels Post goes in- 
to effect? Truly, the Parcels Post would be the finest 
thing ever to fatten the retail mail-order houses, and 
they know it, too. 





MiIcHIGAN members of the National Paint Dealers’ 
Association are up in arms over two bills introduced 
into the Michigan Legislature which, if 


ichigan ' ; ; 
igo enacted, will require that all paint sold at 


Paint Dealers ; 
Up in Arms. retail shall bear labels on the cans show- 


ing the exact percentages of ingredients. 
Paint dealers and manufacturers complain that such 
legislation would be little short of confiscation of 
property, since it would compel them, in order to sell 
their product in Michigan, to make public valuable 
formulae for the making of paint that may have re- 
quired years to perfect. They argue that it would 
drive individual manufacturers, whose chief assets 
are secret formulae for mixing paint, into the hands 
of the so-called “paint trust.”’ 

Further protest is based on the ground that the law 
could not touch mail-order houses, and it is the prod- 
uct that they put out that is said to be the chief cause 
of-complaint among consumers. In fact, there is a 
clause in one of the bills which says that no provision 
of the act shall be construed to interfere with manu- 
facturers selling directly to consumers without label- 
ing their paint. 

Paint men are disposed to welcome legislation that 
will prevent frauds in the sale of paint, but they natur- 
ally object to a law that would compel them to expose 
valuable formulz. 


MANy business men are interested in the subject of 
benefit associations for employes. It is an idea that is 
in the air. But the literature about it is 
Benefit not extensive. There is enough about 
Associations. theory. It is a knowledge of the details 
of practical working that is wanted, For 
that reason there is much value in an article in the 
“Annals of the American Academy of Political and 
Social Science” for March. It is by C. W. Price, di- 
rector of the McCormick Works Club in Chicago. Its 
title suggests the interesting content, “Employes’ 
Benefit Association of the International Harvester 
Company.” It is a detailed account of a plan which 
has been in operation among the workers of this com- 
pany since September last. It answers a good many 
questions that naturally arise. 

How is the association organized; how governed; 
what are the conditions of membership; what are the 
benefits to the employe; what relation does the “com- 
pany” have to it; is membership voluntary or com- 
pulsory; what discrimination is made between old 
men and young; what about the women employes; 
where was the information secured on which the plan 
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was based; how does it affect the liability of the em- 
ployer; how has it worked during the few months of 
existence? Those are some of the queries that find 
clear and explicit answer. 

Mr. Price expresses his own conviction in the 
sentence: “I know of no way in which an employer, 
with the same expenditure of, money, can so directly 
and effectually help his employes to help themselves as 
by organizing an employes’ benefit association on a 
broad, generous basis.” In the case cited the initiative 
was taken by the McCormicks. 








THE popular doctrine for a long time has been that 
for nervous persons rest is a necessity. This doctrine 
has been embodied in the famous Weir 
ate teas Mitchell cure, says Rev. S. S. McComb, 
Nervous. in Harper’s Bazar. And, doubtless, for 
certain cases rest should be commended 
—as, for example, in certain acute exhaustive states 
of the nervous system, where there is a genuine or 
physical fatigue as distinguished from _ psychical 
fatigue. But modern students are more and more 
coming to realize that not absolute rest but modified 
rest—that is to say, rest and work combined—is the 
sovereign remedy for nervous disorders. The great 
majority of persons who suffer from neurasthenia 
complain of a sense of fatigue, and they naturally in- 
fer that what they need above all things is rest, or 
cessation from activity ; but they forget that, in a vast 
majority of instances, the fatigue does not spring out 
of any real muscular weakness, but rather from physi- 
cal or mental causes. 

Work, again, is the enemy of insomnia. The suf- 
ferer from bad or broken sleep is liable to give up 
duties or to be slack in their performance, to abandon 
exercise and forget his usual hobbies, because of his 
anticipation of a night of distress. In the reality, he 
ought to prepare himself for sleep by congenial activ- 
ity, in which his mind will be weaned away from the 
fear of not sleeping. Once more, work is an enemy to 
the fears and impulsions, to the strange sense of un- 
reality and other morbid symptoms which accompany 
psychasthenia. Work restores to such a sufferer, “the 
function of the real.” It is only through contact with 
reality that man; whether normal or abnormal, can 
find abiding satisfaction. 








THE REPORT submitted to the Illinois Legislature by 
the State Commission investigating the subject of 
Disease and Occupational diseases, discusses in de- 
tail the maladieS’ found in certain in- 


Death in 
Our dustries. 
Industries. It finds horseshoers and blacksmiths to 


be liable to hypertrophy of the muscles, inflammation 
of the eyelids, bronchitis, rheumatism, aneurism, and 
palsy. 

Steel workers, being exposed to excessive heat, are 
liable to pneumonia, phthisis, and disturbances of cir- 
culation and digestion. Watch workers are exposed to 
lung trouble. Workers in the manufacture of wire and 
tacks and employes in railroad shops are liable to 
affections of the eyes and to nervous troubles. 

“Painters, typesetters, and all others who handle 
lead,” says the report, “are liable to be poisoned, and 
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in Illinois many thousands of employes seem to be ex- 
posed more or less to these perils. There are ap- 
parently about 1,300 men who come in contact with 
zinc, which also acts as poison.” 

The committee finds 14,000 persons employed in th- 
manufacture of brick and in marble and other stone 
works, in glass works and in other industries where 
workmen constantly are exposed to lung disease, lead 
poisoning, sudden changes from heat to cold, with en- 
suing rheumatism and nervous diseases. 

“Turning to occupations in which workmen are ex- 
posed to the dangers of dust,” the report continues, 
“to injuries of the lungs and general vitality, we know 
that the vast army of men and women risk their lives 
in occupations of this class. More than 65,000 men 
labor in mines, many hundreds in the manufacture o/ 
cotton and woolen goods, others in great numbers 
handle furs, hair, rags, and mattresses and inhale dust 
with its bacteria. In the preparation of food more 
than 40,000 persons daily are engaged in the most 
necessary social service with certain ‘exposure to sick- 
ness. Thousands of men working in breweries and 
distilleries are exposed to conditions which make them 
bad insurance risks. The story of the clothing manu- 
facturer recalls the pathetic “Song of the Shirt,” by 
the sympathetic poet, Hood, and more than 63,000 
men, women, and children in Illinois are engaged in 
this industry. “A study of these conditions and of 
measures for relief would require many months of 
expert investigation,” says the report. 

It is well known that much of the sickness and mor- 
tality now caused by various trades are not fated or 
necessary. Much of the evil can be prevented or miti- 
gated by methods already known to science and em- 
bodied in the best regulations and laws. Some of the 
most intelligent manufacturers in this country have 
in one way or another discovered and Applied some 
of these measures with evident advantage, and IIli- 
nois has reached a stage of development where con- 
servation of its human power and skill has become an 
enormous financial factor, 


Perils of fire, perils of water, and perils of all the 
other elements beset the workers in industrialism. 
Frederick L. Hoffman of the Bureau of Labor, De- 
partment of Commerce, finds that every year between 
30,000 and 35,000 workmen lose their lives while en- 
gaged in the duties incident to their occupations. Cen- 
sus reports covering the years 1900 to 1906 show that 
out of all deaths of males more than 9 per cent were 
due to accident. The most exposed class of factory 
and workshop employes are the workers in steel ani 
iron. Of 8,456 accidents during the years 1901 to 
1905, 4.1 per cent of the accidents to men employed 
in rolling mills resulted fatally. Industrial insurance 
experience testifies that the fatal accident rate of elec- 
tricians and of electric linemen is excessive. Of 645 
deaths of electricians, 14.7 per cent, and 245 deaths of 
linemen, 46.7 per cent, were due to accidents. In the 
anthracite mines of Pennsylvania, state inspectors have 
found that during ten years there have averaged an- 
nually 3.18 fatal accidents for every 1,000 men em- 
ployed, and the rate is even higher than this for cer- 
tain specific occupations in the mines. The death rate 
from accident in the British coal mines is but 1.29 per 
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:000. During ten years 16,363 railway trainmen lost 
their lives in accidents. This is equivalent to 7.46 
deaths per 1,000 employes. 

We cannot afford to enfeeble and destroy thie haekan 
agencies of production.

Can it then be won- 
dered at that the tin roofing industry is making such 
rapid strides and that sheet metal workers are finding 
it to be the most remunerative branch of their busi- 
ness because of the demand for roofing of this kind. 
Imagine the part that it plays in the sheet metal busi- 
ness of this country! Here is the National Association 
of Master Sheet Metal Workers! It is composed of 
59 local associations in all sections of the land, and 
new ones are entering the ranks right-along. They 
ill extol the merits of tin plate for roofing purposes, 
and the association has taken such an interest in it 
that one of its most important committees is the 
“Joint Committee on Tin Plate,” composed of repre- 
sentatives of the National association and of the man- 
ufacturers, Through the efforts of this committee the 
standard of tin plate manufacture has been raised. 
setter plate is now being made than heretofore. Yes, 
very much better. In fact much of it is so good that 
it looks to me almost like a shame to put it on the 
outside of a building instead of on the inside exclu- 
sively. But “the best in the house” was none too good 
for that Joint Committee. They wanted it and now 
they have got it. What has been the result? Why 
the tin roofing business today is thriving like a green 
bay tree. Honestly, I have more than once entertained 
a serious thought of quitting this brain-worrying jour- 
nalistic career and going into the tin roofing business

ut what do you know about this? In the April 
issue of The Gimlet on pages. 143 and 184, tin and 
terne plate gets the greatest “roasting” that could pos- 
sibly be administered to it. Why; when I saw it, I 
said to myself: “By the Great Hornspoon, that fel- 
low certainly has gone crazy this time.” This is what 
appears on page 143, in the form of an advertise- 
ment : 


“We used to sell terne plates. But the business 
shrank and shrank. Tin roofs will rust—they are dif- 
ficult to repair—they are expensive. We woke up and 
found a change was taking place in the roofing busi- 
ness.”’—MIKE, 
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And what have you got to say about this, on page 
184? 

“Rubber Roofing. This roofing is taking the place 
of terne plates. That is why the business on terne 
plates has gotten down almost to zero.” 


Gee Whiz! There must be an awful profit on rub- 
ber roofing, if Mikekinney is willing to pass up the 
trade of sheet metal workers’ supplies for a few pounds 
of nails and a hammer or two. Surely he does not 
expect these people to fall all-over themselves buying 
sheet metal goods from him after “knocking” their 
business in the way that he has! Could it be possible 
that he sent a “marked copy” of the April Gimlet to 
his sheet metal customers calling their attention to the 
“lemon” that he has handed them? Everybody knows 
‘that our St. Louis friend is smart. He admits it him- 
self. I must confess that I have seen some good stuff 
in his organ at various times and it is a surprising 
thing to me that a man who credits himself with being 
a “wise guy” should allow himself to effervesce and 
“slop over” in this way every once in a while. He 
has repeatedly fallen down on the markets and has 
found it necessary to back water. Wonder if he will 
back water in this case, too! If he really does not 
want to sell tin and terne plate, galvanized iron and 
accessories, he has certainly gone the right way about 
it this time, for I cannot lead myself to believe that 
sheet metal workers will step over each other’s feet 
in sending in orders to him for their supplies.

INTERESTING STATISTICS OF LIGHTNING 
PIRES. 





The changed conditions which in the last few years 
have come. to surround the lightning rod business are 
of special interest to the retail merchant. Formerly, 
these goods were sold exclusively by itinerant agents, 
and under this system many abuses crept in; now, 
however, by the combined efforts of-the manufacturer 
and wholesaler this condition has been eradicated and 
the business put on a high plane. In consequence of 
this many retail merchants have taken up this special 
line and are doing very well with it in connection with 
their business, 

E. A. Foy & Co. of Cincinnati, Ohio, who are 
among the largest manufacturers of this class of 
goods in the Middle West, have issued some very in- 
teresting statistics collected from Insurance Reports 
and the Bulletins issued from time to time by the Fire 
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Marshals of the various states. W. S. Rogers, Ohio 
State Fire Marshal, investigated 500 lightning fires in 
1908. Of these no building burned was equipped with 
a modern rod. The only rodded building struck had 
on it a conductor 30 years old and in bad condition. 
The loss on barn risks in Ohio from lightning has in- 
creased 100 per cent in five years. The number of 
barn fires from lightning amounts to 75 per cent of 
the total from all other causes combined. ‘One hun- 
dred and ten Mutual Insurance Companies in Michi- 
gan report a lightning loss of $300,000 with no rodded 
buildings struck. Forty-seven Iowa Mutuals report 
loss on unprotected buildings of $50,000, and on 
protected risks, $15. The State Fire Marshal of 
Minnesota investigated 387 lightning fires. Not one 
building was rodded. The Farm Mutua! Insurance 
Companies all over the country are increasing their 
rates on unprotected risks and this action is causing a 
rapid increase in the demand for the standard rods 
which have been approved by the State Association. 
The wide-awake dealer is getting the benefit of this 


demand.

THE SECOND PRIZE WINDOW. 








The photograph of the exhibit that took second 
prize in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN’s 1909 Hardware 
Window Display Competition, is reproduced here- 
with. It was one of a number submitted by Max J. 
Elliott, with the Gray & Dudley Hardware Co., Nash: 
ville, Tenn., under the nom de plume, “Gogitem.” Mr. 
Elliott’s description of the window, which was a 
Washington’s Birthday Display, follows: 

“This special design, in honor of George Washing- 
ton, proved unusually attractive and quite beautiful. 

“In order to describe it fully, it is necessary to state 
that the window was 12 feet in length by 6% feet deep. 
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Washington’s picture, and it was necessary to hay

The ribbon was 15 feet in length, each strip of colo: 
being 30 inches,. There were 10 ribbons in all, givin, 
20 changes of color every minute.

on the bottom. The rollers were grooved, and held 
the ribbons in place while running. There were six 
rollers in all—three top, and three bottom, with one 
on .top attached by a belt to an electric motor in the 
cellar, from which the power was obtained. The rib- 
bons after passing down in front passed over the roll- 
ers underneath, then up behind the back of the cabi- 
net. The moving ribbon, changing colors, kept a 
crowd constantly before the window. 

“All goods shown in the window were of the Wash- 
ington brand.

“The picture of Washington was a hand painting 
in oil, and it measured four feet high by four feet 
wide. It was oval shaped, with a sectional border of 
red, white and blue, and it formed the background of 
the cabinet. The entire back was canvas, on which 
the picture was painted. This was not, however, the 
back wall of the window, for there was a space of 12 
inches clearance between this cabinet back and the 
wall of the window. The entire length of the cabinet 
was 9% feet. The back wall, which was in a recess, 
measured eight feet and was 16 feet deep from the 
perpendicular ribbons in front. There was also a 10- 
inch ledge in front of the ribbons. This ledge was 
10 inches from the floor with 10-inch projecting cor- 
ners at each end. On each corner was shown a small 
cherry bush. Also, in the floor of the cabinet, back 
of the ribbons, were six cherry bushes. 

“In the cabinet top, behind the ribbons, were three 
electric bulbs, which do not show in the photo (red, 
white and blue). The white light came directly over 


each end, shown on boards, draped in red, white and 
blue, with a saddle in the center. Hatchets, axes, ham- 
mers and other tools were shown.

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Heating and Ventilating 


HOW THE HIGH SCHOOL AT MANCHESTER, 
N. Y., IS HEATED. 


BY R. H. BRADLEY. 
The satisfactory heating and positive ventilation of 
school buildings in many of the States having proper 
laws and a thorough system of inspection, has neces- 








sitated the placing of modern systems of this kind. + 


The laws in certain states governing the heating and 
ventilation of school and other buildings are very 
stringent, and the inspection which such buildings un- 
dergo is in many instances of the most rigid kind. The 
result of such legislation has been the establishment in 
school buildings, in various sections of the country, of 
heating and ventilating systems which represent the 
most improved and most satisfactory types known to 
modern science. 

By referring to the accompanying illustrations, it 
will be noticed that such an arrangement has been 
provided in the High School Building at Manchester, 
N. Y., by the Engineering Department of the Kelsey 
Heating Co., Syracuse, N. Y. 

This building is in a very exposed location, but

building in one-third the time that would be required 
with even a direct steam or hot water system with 
a proportionate reduction in the cost for fuel. 

The velocity of air through the heaters is 850 feet 
per minute, and through the grilles 350 feet per 
minute. The temperature of the air at the outlets 
is 110 degrees F. 

The speed of the fans is 275 revolutions per minute. 
The fans are of the Disc Wheel type, as the frictional 
resistance on this installation is very limited. Two 
alternating current motors, belted to the fans, are 
used and same are not expensive to operate when the 
saving in fuel is considered. 

This system is said to be especially desirable for 
buildings of this kind, as it provides an apparatus that 
is very durable, and the cost for fuel is the lowest 
possible for the results obtained, and constant atten- 
tion is not required.

THAT QUESTION IN WARM-AIR HEATING. 








In THe AMERICAN ARTISAN of April 17, appeared 
the following question on warm-air heating from a 
correspondent in New Orleans, La.: 

“Which of two kinds of pipe is preferable to be 
used on warm-air furnaces for heater ducts—is it the 
galvanized iron or the tin pipe? Which of the two 
would last longer, and which would deflect heat 
better? What difference would there be in the amount 
of heat delivered to the two pipes?” 

We take pleasure in publishing the following let- 
ter on the subject from a San Francisco corre- 
spondent : 

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In regard to the question recently asked in your 
paper as to which of two kinds of pipe is preferable 
for hot-air ducts, tin or galvanized iron, will state that 
so far as the merits of the two ducts for hot air are 
concerned, in our long practice, with the use of both, 
we have discovered ‘no difference. / 

The galvanized duct will, however, wear much 
longer than tin. Either should be covered with a 
good quality of asbestos paper, at least 12 pounds 
weight, or air cell paper, which is very much prefer- 
able to plain paper pasted on. 

We have never found any difference between the 
two in the amount of air delivered.

GALVANIZED IRON IN URUGUAY. 


Consul Frederick W. Goding, of Montevideo, in the 
following report shows the large and growing de- 
mand in Uruguay for galvanized roofing. He says: 

“A few years ago the buildings in the cities and 
towns in Uruguay were built wholly of brick, with 
tile roofs, those in the interior being made of sod and 
roofed with thatch. As early as 1895 shipments of 
galvanized iron began to arrive here, the total for 
1895-96 being only 7,954 tons. From its inception 
the trade gradually developed, as the people learned 
of the superiority of iron over thatch as a roofing 
material, until at the present time many warehouses, 
stables, and even cheap dwellings are made of it in 
this city. The country people, on becoming acquaint- 
ed with its value, began the use of it as a covering 
for their buildings, as the thatching rotted ‘away, so 
that now it is practically the only material used for 
roofs of the outbuildings on the farms, as well as 
those of the houses occupied as dwellings by the 
smaller farmers. One sees these quaint buildings 
everywhere while passing through the agricultural 
districts, the sods being neatly laid over each other 
with the iron roof over all. The use here of gal- 
vanized iron as a roofing material has become per- 
manent, and is increasing every year. 

“From private sources it is learned that about 
100,000 tons of galvanized iron were imported into 
Uruguay in 1908. This trade is rapidly growing, 95 
per cent of which is in the hands of British merchants, 
for the reason that, having representatives on the 
spot, the need for the material was foreseen and pro- 
vided for by them, The first shipment of 50 tons of 
this iron from the United States was made at the 
time of the opening of direct communications with 
Montevideo, which sold well, proving in every way 
equal to the British product. 

“The importance of the subject seemed to dgmand 
the preparation of this report in order to draw the 
attention of American manufacturers to this promis- 
ing territory. All the importers of galvanized iron 
here were interviewed and expressed themselves un- 
reservedly on the question, mentioning that the French 
consul has requested similar infotmation, probably in 
connection with the mission of the French commer- 
cial agent, now visiting this country. They agreed 
that the trade was growing, soon to reach enormous 
proportions, owing to its rapidly increasing use as 
a material for roofs, buildings, bath tubs, buckets, etc. 
The reasons given for not purchasing in the United 
States were on account of a lack of knowledge of the 
American article, the 5 to 10 per cent higher prices, 
the more costly transportation, and the quotations be- 
ing f. o. b. Montevideo, whereas they should be f. o. b. 
at the loading port in the United States, allowing the 
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purchaser to obtain the best freight terms. They all 
called attention to the better communications with 
Great Britain, stating that that alone encouraged 
trade, the lack of which lessened the chances of com- 
peting nations. 

“The sizes most commonly used here are 6 by 3 
feet, both corrugated and plain, although other sizes 
are always kept in stock. The duties and charges here 
are $92.63 per ton of 2,000 pounds, which includes all 
of the additional minor duties and charges. 

“Seven-tenths of 1 per cent is the proportion of 
this trade enjoyed by the United States. The reason 
for this infinitesimal part is easily understood. Eng- 
lish saws were the only ones used in many foreign 
countries until the Disston tool forced its way into 
public favor by its superior qualities; the use of the 
American ax has become world-wide for the same 
reason; none but English-made files were believed to 
be of any value until American files made their globe- 
encircling expeditions into every civilized country and 
many others uncivilized. Many other similar in- 
stances might be mentioned showing that success was 
due to forcing the good qualities of the goods upon 
the notice of consumers. Everywhere the British 
claims of superiority of their goods were overthrown 
when met with a superior article. Thé Uruguayan 
market must be worked in the same systematic man- 
ner. Otherwise it will remain in other hands. 

“Many letters have been received at this office in 
which requests were made to have catalogues dis- 
tributed. The money expended in printing them 
might better have been saved for other uses, as no 
results would follow. Well-trained Spanish-speaking 
salesmen should be sent to these countries, who will 
be in a position to supply the much-needed knowl- 
edge of American goods and be prepared to offer 
prices equal to those given by competing firms. Also 
better shipping facilities are imperatively demanded, 
with reduced freight charges. 

“The correction of these faults and an energetic, 
persistent campaign will cause a large proportion of 
the galvanized-iron trade of Uruguay to pass into 


the hands of American exporters.”

TO SOLDER ALUMINUM. 





There is no solder which operates with aluminum 
in the same way that ordinary solders operate with 
copper, tin, etc. There are two reasons for this. 
Aluminum does not alloy readily with solders at tem- 
peratures as low as the other metals require, and it is 
consequently necessary, in soldering aluminum, to use 
a much higher temperature. Furthermore, aluminum 
alloys with lead only with great difficulty, and with 
but a small proportion of lead at that; consequently, 
tead solders are useless with aluminum. The surface 
of all aluminum is covered with a thin, invisible coat- 
ing of aluminum oxide. This coating forms instantly 
on the surface of aluminum, and is very refractory; 
and its presence is responsible for the high resistance 
of aluminum to corroding agents, since, although 
aluminum itself is soluble in a great many chemical 
compounds, this protective coating of oxide is insolu- 
ble in almost everything excepting hydrofluoric acid. 
While in general this coating of oxide is beneficial, 
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in that it forms a perfect protection to the aluminum 
underneath, it is, by reason of its efficiency in this par- 
ticular, responsible for the principal portion of the 


difficulty which occurs in soldering aluminum, as nat- 


urally no solder will alloy with aluminum oxide.

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Trade Report. | 


HARDWARE. 

There is a fair amount of business doing in the 
hardware market. Trade, however, has not increased 
as rapidly as was expected by some earlier in the 
month and consumers are still showing caution about 
committing themselves particularly over an extended 
period. The aggregate of small orders is fairly large, 
but these do not have the stimulating effect that the 
large ones have. Prices generally are being pretty 
well maintaind, though on some lines concessions are 


reported. The demand in the Western market is, — 


however, quite heavy, and the activity of building 
operations has stimulated the demand for builders’ 
hardware. The demand for wire nails is not very 
heavy. Prices on wire products, while not officially 
lower, are understood to be considerably easier and 
concessions are freely reported. The demand for cut 
nails is light, though a fair spot business is doing. 
Barb wire is quiet. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.90 per keg. The base price is $1.95 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $1.90 for less than car- 
loads at the mill, 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.08; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.13 ; $2.20 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.23; retailers’ car lots, $2.28, with 
30 cents for galvanizing ; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.93, and to retailers in car lots, $1.98. 





TIN PLATE. 

Tin plate remains firm and fairly active. The can- 
ning interests are busier and the general tone is cheer- 
ful. The American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. is operat- 
ing about 95 per cent of capacity while the independ- 
ents are operating close to go per cent. On the whole, 
the tin plate market is showing a marked degree of 
activity.. For 100-lb, I. C. coke plates, the price is 
$3.45 Pittsburg, subject to a rebate of 5 cents per box 
on large orders.

SHEETS. 


. There is not much change in the sheet market and 


the amount of business is not as heavy as was. being 
transacted a few weeks ago. Concessions are being 
frequently reported on plain galvanized and corrugat- 
ed roofing sheets. Black sheets are comparatively 
regular. The leading interest is operating at about 65 
per cent of capacity, while many of the independents 
are running to 75 per cent.

There has been very little change to note in ingot 
copper during the past week, and prices are about on 
the basis that has prevailed most of the time this 
month. The export demand was expected to be quiet, 
but there is evidently considerable disappointment in 
regard to the failure of the domestic consumers to 
take hold more freely. The best grades of Lake cop- 
per are still quoted around 13c, with electrolytic at 
12.60@12.65¢ and casting brands at 12.50@I2.55c. 

It is claimed that the consumption has now passed 
the production, and that the next report of the Pro- 
ducers’ Association is likely to show some reduction 
in the surplus stock. President M. E. Appelbaum of 
the New York Metal Selling Company says: “The 
export deliveries for April will be, approximately, 12,- 
000,000 Ibs. more than for March. The domestic de- 
liveries will be slightly above the March figure. This 
would mean that in April the total deliveries will be 
approximately 12,000,000 lbs. more than in March, 
while the production, if it should increase, would very 
likely be a question of a few million pounds, so that 
for the first time, the statistical position ought to show 
more copper delivered than produced. 

There-has been no change in sheet copper, the base 
price being 18c. Yellow metal is unchanged at 17¢ for 
dimensions, 15c for sheathing and sheathing nails, 16c 
for slating nails and 17c for keel and stem metal.

Spelter is quiet and a little easier in the New York 
market at 5.05c for spot and May delivery. The St. 
Louis market is quiet and easy at 4.90@4.95c. 





FINISHED STEEL. 
There is more activity in the market for finished 
steel, the total sales for the past week by the leading 
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makers being estimated at fully 400,000 tons. In- 
cluded in this are orders for 110,000 tons of standard 
stecl rails, 70,000 tons of billets, 50,000 tons of struc- 
tural and fabricated~steel, 40,000 tons of wire prod- 
ucts, 25,000 tons of soft steel bars, 40,000 tons of steel 
plates, and a heavy tonnage of steel pipe and tin plate. 

On April 27 the Carnegie Steel Co. of Pittsburg 
announced an increase in prices of their products, 
with the result that other steel manufacturers are re- 
ported to be doing the same. It is stated that the re- 
duction recently made resulted in so many orders that 
many of the manufacturers are crowded with work 
and the advance has been the natural result of the 
growing demand. The Jones & Laughlin Steel Co., 
the largest of the independent steel makers, has fol- 
lowed the example of the Carnegie Steel Co. and in- 
creased prices about a dollar a ton. Some of the 
manufacturers claim to have been selling below the 
actual cost of production and are glad to see the in- 
crease. From this it may be inferred that buying of 
steel will become more active, as is usually the case 
when the market takes an upward turn. 


PIG IRON. 


There has been a very good movement lately in pig 
iron, especially in the South, where it is reported that 
the sales for the past month have reached 100,000 to 
150,000 tons, Some reports say that the sales at 
Birmingham for the past six weeks will foot up fully 
250,000 tons. If the latter is not exaggerated, it means 
that the sales during that period were in excess of the 
production, 

In other sections the iron makers have not been 
quite so fortunate, but there is no doubt there is a 
constantly broadening market, and that more iron is 
now selling than hasbeen the case since last Novem- 
ber. At that time there were large sales, but the iron 
then bought has now been pretty well liquidated and 
consumers have been forced to come into the market 
for further supplies. The northern furnaces appear to 
have maintained their prices better than the southern 
people, but it has been at the expense of the business. 

There is a decidedly stronger tone to the Alabama 
market, and it is certain that no tonnage of any mo- 
ment can now be bought at less than $11.50 ton, with 
some of the furnaces unwilling to sell at that figure. 
The market quotations f. 0. b. Birmingham would be 
$11.50@12 ton. The Virginia furnaces are holding 
their product very firmly, though they are not selling 
much iron at the top prices. The current quotation is 
about $14@14.50 ton, Roanoke. Pennsylvania iron is 
also pretty steady, especially for delivery after July r. 
It is reported that prices have been shaded a little for 
prompt shipment, 

Stocks of pig iron in the South have been very much 
reduced by the recent sales, and most of the furnaces 
have no surplus iron to worry about. The northern 
furnaces are not so well situated, and iron has been 
accumulating. The recent movement has taken care 

of some of the surplus, but the situation is still serious. 
Some of the furnaces have been blown out, and others

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“Lively buying in this territory with more general inter- 
est and larger tonnage contracted than any time since last 
November, is the character of the week. The disappearance 
of extremely low figures on both Northern and Southern 
iron have steadied the market and given it an incentive which 
it has hitherto lacked. Pipe makers and general foundry 
trade have developed a good tonnage with the continuing 
scarcity of low grades. 

“The condition in the Cincinnati territory is but a reflec- 
tion of that reported elsewhere, and the pig iron market in 
consequence has assumed an entirely different character. 
There is still a range in prices, due to some interests having 
refused to meet recent low figures on account of their high 
cost, and who are now holding above the market and expect 
the market to meet their price inside of the next week or 
two. 

“It is well to note the continued reports of production 
which show it is not as great as was figured it would be, 
and “there is prospect of its remaining almost stationary, or 
if change, a reduction. This with the slowly increasing 
melt lends excellent support to a healthy market. There is 
quite a fair tonnage still under offer, but prices are being 
madé for immediate acceptance; in some instances have been 
withdrawn before they have been accepted by buyers. The 
Southern situation has improved and appears to be firmly 
established on the $11.50 basis. 

“There continues to be good activity in finished steel 
products and some advances are reported. 4 

“There is small change in coke production, with a slight 
increase in shipments, and prices stationary.” 





Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“The activity displayed in pig iron during the last two 
weeks continues and many thousands of tons have been sold 
during the past few days. This applies not only to Northern 
iron but to Southern as well and to all grades including Foun- 
dry, Bessemer and Basic. Ohio foundry irons have been sell- 
ing in liberal quantities and consequently the furnace men are 
feeling good and their ideas of price are becoming very much 
firmer. 

“In the South prices are now on a comparatively uniform 
basis—the $11.00 iron has all been disposed of and $11.50 is 
undoubtedly the lowest quotation that is being made today. 
A majority of the largest furnace interests in Alabama holding 
their product at this figure are willing to sell through the en- 
tire year, while conservatives are asking $12.00. These are 
people who are in position to hold off on sales for a while and 
who expect that the last half will see very much better prices. 
There is a general feeling of confidence and optimism. 

“Agricultural implement manufacturers are busy and have 
been buying in great quantities; pipe interests have placed 
large contracts and the foundry trade generally seems to have 
awakened. It is a pleasure to note that the present buying 
movement is extending to the small as well as to the large 
consumers. The foundryman who uses a car a month is com- 
ing into line with the one who uses 1,000 tons; this is a good 
indication. 

“There is nothing exciting—just good, steady judicious 
buying of both pig iron and coke. The spring sunshine seems 
to have put warmth and new life into the blood of pig iron 
which has been too long dormant.”
